The ordinance committee of the city 
council held a meeting yesterday after- 
noon and acted of 
portunt papers. 

The first matter discussed was a pro- 
ordinance for the regulation of 
signs in front of business 
The building inspector stated 
that large of electric signs 
are being constructed in the city and 
he would like to have some legislation 
under which he could operate. 

It was stated by John J. Woodside 
that nearly all the large cities in the 
country are allowing electric signs 
placed above the sidewalks, as they 
helped to light the streets at night. 

It was decided to request the city at- 
torney, the chairman of the committee, 
the building inspector and the city elec- 
trician to draft an ordinance for the 
committee to act upon and repert to 
council, 

The ordinance introduced by Alder- 
man Beutell to require the removal of 
dead wires from buildings was ad- 
versed. 

An ordinance to make the term for 
the clerk of the recorder’s court two 
years instead of one year, and which 
was introduced by Councilman Terrell, 
was reported favorably.

MaYor Joy- 
ner stated that he heartily favored the 
ordinance. 

An ordinance to repeal the ordinance 
forcing the boards to erect public build- 
ings by contract was reported upon ad- 
versely. 

Councilman Grant, who {is an ex-offt- 
cio member of the board of education, 
stated that he did* not agree with the 
other members of the board. He be- 
lieved all public buildings should be 
built by contract, 

An ordinance introduced by Alder- 
man Curtis, to appropriate money for 
printing a new city code and the an- 
nual reports of city officers, was held 
up on request of the author. 

Alderman Key's ordinance, 
the minimum salary paid va 
school teacher $50 a month, was ad- 
versed because {tt stated that it 
should be effective provided the board | 
of education did not make a special 
contract with the teacher. It was be- 
lieved this provision made the ordinance 
of no effect. 

An ordinance introduced by Alderman 
Key to pay the police sergeants $85 a 
month and the patrolmen $75 was re-| 


ported favorably.
